Virginia, 39.43; Missouri, 3319; Tennes- 
see, 33 82; South Carolina, 29.29; North 
Oarolina, 27.61; West Virginia, 26.88, 
and Georgia, 2654. Texas has but 5.78 
peoole to the square mile, and Florida 
but 449. The Advertiser

population, and increase of such density 
in the past ten years. Georgia is the 
eleventh state in area, the twenty-third 
in density, and the twenty-third state in 
the increase of density under the new 
census, Georgia contains more people to 
the square mile than Alabama, A rkansas, 
Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi or Texas; 
but Kentucky, Tennessee, the two Caro- 
linas, and the two Virginias outrank her 
in this respect.

The Peopic aad the Kaltlroad«.’ 

When the recent letter of Judge Black 
in regard to the railroad problem was 
made public, some one of the several 
distinguished young men who prevail in 
the editorial department of the New 
York Tribune, pounced upon the docu- 
ment and announced that the democrat- 
ic party was attempting to formulate a 
new issue. There was quite a racket in 
the tall tower over the judge’s direct and 
pregnant statement of the relations be- 
tween the railroads and the people, but 
it seems to have subsided. The day fol- 
lowing the Tribune's wonderful discov- 
ery, the Times (which has fairly won the 
distinction of more thoroughly repre- 
senting enlightened and revised republi- 
can Opinion than any other American 
newspaper) came to the discussion of 
the subject with a deliberate sincerity 
which left no reom = that the re 
publicans would allow the democrats to 
make an issue of so grave and important 
a question. Following this the republi- 
can governor of Pennsylvania sug- 
gests the necessity of state supervision, 
and there are indications in other direc- 
tions showing thatthe matter is to take 
the shape of a people's issue instead of a 
party question. 

And properly enough. The subject ia 
one that no thoughtful man can afford to 
discuss from a party point of view. The 
problem is not so much a question of 


state and nation+! supervision as the 


measure of it. Government supervision 
in some shape is inevitable. Eit:er the 
state will control the railroads, or the 
railroads will control the state. No one 
doubts what the result of this unadvisa- 
ble conflict will be, but the question is, 
how far s>al! shall this government con- 
trol extend? What are to be its measure 
and limits? Ai what precise point shall 
it stop? This is the nature of the prob- 
lem and it ie a perplexing one for the 
reason that it extends into the 


somewhat doubtful domain of legislative 
experiment. But the fact that the 
problem is a difficult one will not | 


- of self-consciousness. 


prevent investigation, nor will it deter, 
the representatives of the people from 
seeking a solution in the most d: finite 
and practical direction. Legislation of 
some sort is abso.utely essential, and 
whatever clumsiness may attend it as an 
experiment can be speedily removed by 
ex perience. 

Among those who bave made pubic 
their views on this important question is 
Mr. Albert Fink, a railroad manager who 
is entitled to distinction as the author ol 
the only flexible and sel!-adjusting pool 

ing arrangement ever established. His 
method is go far successful that it permits 
railroads to do business and survive 
where they would etherwise be destroyed 
ty indiscriminate cowpetition. It is 
natural to suppose that Mr. Fink is op- 
posed to government control of railroads. 
In point of fact, he is horrified at the 
bare sugyestion, and declares that the 
state has no right to regulate freights 
and fares. Werbelieve Tne Constitv- 
/Tion has already printed his remarks 
and we need not quote to them here. It 
is sufficient to say that his position is 
thet of a stalwart in railroad politics. 
He believes the railroads have the right 
‘.o proceed upon their career untram- 
meled by legisiation in the interest of the 
people. 

We have singled ont Mr. Fink, not 
only because he isa prominent railroad 
man, but because of his relations to the 
pooling arrangement which now exists 
among the various trunk lines of the 
ountry, and we desire, in this connec- 
ion, to make a few inquiries and obser- 
vations, that may aid the reader as well 
as ourselves to a better understanding of 
a subject which can only be iliuminated 
by persistent, impartial discussion. Mr. 
Fink, as we have said, is the originator 
ot the only successful pooling arrange- 
ment known in the railway history of 
the country. Roughly and briefly 
stated, the object of this 
ment is to destroy the effects of com- 
petition. Mr. Fink would qualify this. 
He would say that the object of the 
arrangement isto prevent indiscriminate 
and unhealthy competition; but. this is 
only another form of saying that the 
pool is intended to prevent and conceal 
the evil results of reckless railroad man- 
avement: so that, alter all, our definition 
Now, 


arrange- 


is the more impartial of the two. 
to the people—to the public—competi- 
tion is one of the most desirable results 
of traffic—particularly railway traffic. 
[hey are fairly entitled to this result, 
for herein they find remuneration for 
the extraordinary rights and franchises 
bestowed upon the corporations. But 
the reckless management of railroads 
renders competition dangerous and un- 
desirable; it degenerates, in fine, into an 
idiotic waste of property and resources— 
a wild species of spoliation of which the 
stockholders and those who have invest- 
ed their money in railway enterprises are 
the victims. At this juncture, in steps 
Mr. Fink with his pooling arrange- 
He tells the managers that 
y must counteract the effect of 
their . recklessness and  imbecility 
by entering into an agreement not to 
discriminate against each other. The 
earnings of all the lines are to be placed 
in a pot, so to speak, and each is to re- 
ceive its pro rata share thereof, measured 
by its position and facilities. This agree- 
fered into, and the rapacity 
he shape of-competition, was 
destroyinS the railroads, is practically 
directed as an engine of  destruc- 
tion against the puilic. Before the 
agreement, only a few stockholders suf- 
fered—now it 1s the whole people. And 
when the people, for their own protec- 
tion, propose to establish a pooling ar- 
rangement (typified in state regulation 
of rates) Mr, Fink and his railroad men 
boisterously deciare that the people have 
no riihts in the matter—no power to 
establish a pooling arrangement whereby 
they are to protect themselves against 
which made 
Mr. Fink’s pool a necessity, 
and which, ‘every - day in the 
year, is placing an onerous burden of 
taxation upon the production of the 
country. 

It is surprising, all thinzs considered, 
whata desperately meagre conception 
railroad men have of the rig!it and power 
of the people. We are much mistaken 
in the driit of things, however, if the 
next few years do not teach the corpora- 
tions, not only in the states, but in the 
United States, a most salutary lesson; 
for whether the state takes charge of the 
railroads to the extent of supervising 
rates, or whether the railroads take 
charge of the state to the extent of levy- 
ing an unjust tax upon production, is a 
mere question of time.

We know of many families, that a few 
years ago, had vo use forcash, ulless for coucert 
or circus; bow, however, thev have expunged 
the wurd credit from thel. vocabulary, and they 
find themselves far vetter off in conscieace, in 
purse, aud in peace of mind. : 

It is strange. indeed, that any one should have 
to make an experiment to fiad out a truth so very 
simple and obvious. The most hurtful, tle most 
enervating, the most debauching thing in this 
world, so far as busine-s is concerned, is credit as 
ahabit Anda habitit is sure to become, if in- 
dulged atall. Like opium or brandy, if used to 
any exient, it willbe used t a ruinous extent 
There ispo help for it. The thing is a moral 
poison and as poison it does its work without ex- 
ception, without warning, and always fatally. 
Debt isdeceitful. it is the most iasidious aud 
stealthy of allenemies, It is a liar itself, and it 
in & whole manufacturer of liars in thousands of 
a. Of course, there are exceptions Kut this 
x “the nature of the beast.”’ A terrible risk is 
debt to the moral vircues, even of saintly people; 
aud, as to families, you can't keep tne devil out 
of the house, if debtinvites himin. Crédit bides 
pe enormous evil of debt—pal iates it—postpones 
if juggles with it—until a man’s very soul is not 
his own. 

All talk about retrenchment and economy is 
sheer nonsense unless one makes up his mind to 
do without credit. We have known many w stop 
this leak aud that. to cut off ove expense and 
avother, and yet persist in ruoning accounts. 
Ali their weil-meanut efforts were humiliating 
failures Even self-devial is a humbug unless 
the bottom virtue ef self denial is reacned, viz: 
the seif devial of crevit. That is the tap-root of 
the U pas tree. Cutoff what boughs and branches 
you may, nothing can be done till this givantic 
growth, ufider ground and out of sight, is kiiled. 
Many of owr people are adopting just such a 
course. At last they have found out that either 
credit will destioy them or they must destroy it. 
Right manfully, aye even bravely, are they bat- 
tling against the colossal tyrant; and, if they 
tight on, they are sureof victory. Foreverything 
xood in heaven and upon earth is on the side of 
“pay as you go;"’ and notrue man will find him- 
self lacking help and helpers, if he will covenant 
with integrity aud honor to obey the rule, ‘‘pay 
as you go.”’
